EXTRACTS FROM LICENSED STAMP VENDORS’ REGULATIONS 


Every Licensed Stamp Vendor for a particular locality must at all times keep a 
sufficient stock of stamps up to and including the $1.00 denomination to meet the 
demands of the public in that locality and must have displayed prominently outside 
his premises a notice plate bearing the words, “Stamps Sold Here”. 


A notice plate referred to in Regulation 5 must be supplied by the Postmaster General 
to the vendor at the time he is issued with his licence and must be returned to the 
Postmaster General by the vendor on the surrender or cancellation of the licence. 


The Minister may cancel a licence issued under these regulations and a notice of such 
cancellation must be published in the Official Gazette. 


The Postmaster General may issue a duplicate licence where an original is lost, 
destroyed, mutilated, defaced or rendered illegible. 


Stamp Vendors are forbidden to hawk stamps in or near premises specified in the 
licence and any stamp vendor who offers stamps for sale on the face value thereof 
renders himself liable to cancellation of his licence. 


(a) A licence to sell stamps is valid for a period of one (01) year from its date 
of issue but is renewable for a further period not exceeding one (01) year upon 
application to the Postmaster General and production to him of the expired licence; 


(b) is issued subject to the stated therein; 
(c) is not transferrable; and 
(d) shall be deemed to be revoked on the death of the holder therof or on his/her 


removal from the address to which the licence relates. 


(2) Every holder of a licence shall as may be necessary make application for 
supplies of stamps at the Post Office specified in his licence on the form approved by 
the Postmaster General and in accordance with such directions as the Postmaster 
General issues.
